Minneapolis Investigators Find That 


Average "Hired-Girl" Does Not 


Care For Technical 


Training,

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 21.—The 
average "hired girl" does not care for 
technical training in household duties 
and the average housewife employer 
could not afford to pay the higher 
wages due skilled /workers, according 
to a report made here today in the Na- 
tional Society for the Promotion of 
Industrial Education by Bess M. Rove 
of the Agricultural Extension Division 
of the University of Minnesota. The 
repoit was one o£ the results of the 
"Minneapolis Survey," which subject 
engaged the exclusive attention of the 
convention this morning. 
The re'port on homeworkers said the 
investigation was conducted by under- 
graduates of the -University belonging 
to the Phi Upsilon Omicron sorority, 
a professional home economics society. 
Three types of home were visited, 
those where the work was done by 
paid employees, those where members 
of the family performed thye tasks but 


in surroundings ot comfort and even 
luxury, and those where the house- 
mother struggled with problems 
of 
bare existence. Eacn typo was exam- 
ined in an effort (o determine whether 
short courses in domestic science 
would he welcome. 
. 
Alter disposing of the "hired girl 
question the report said. of.the second 
type of home that "most .home work- 
ers who are performing their own dally 
tasltB have gained- whatever technical 
knowledge they possess 
from their 
own experiences or from, the experi- 
ences of their .mothers and their 
friends.'"-It was said that "while fifty- 
one such housekeepers expressed a 
desire for a practical and experienced 
teacher, only eleven spoke of the nee- 
cfiHity of technical training." 
The in- 
vestigators thought this "enrplmmzed 
that the woman with training but lack- 
ing as-actual experience in hounework 
Jlndsd it difficult to guiiv the confi- 
dence of the practicing housekeeper. 
The student investigators encoun» 
tei-eti difficulty in obtaining Informa- 
tion from poverty-stricken homes. O* 
the poorest section of Minneapolis, 
the report said "it would be l)opele«« 
to attempt courses such as might Da 
given in other parts of the city." H 
was pointed out that the mothers in 
many cases "do day work and bava 
neither time nor strength to take 
training courses," although some ex- 
pressed a desire that these be given 
for their children. Groups- for house- 
hold training already organized by un- 
cial settlements were held out.as pro- 
viding n wedge into this section of th« 
general problem. 
In its general conclusion, the report 
stated, in part: 
"Only one out of every five home 
worlters have had training in any ot 
the household arts except what they 
got 'on the job.' a condition which 
would not be tolerated in any other 
profession with an equal amount of 
skill and technical requirements. 
"The sreat average American homi> 
makes the largest demand for train- 
ing; the type of home in which tho 
1 work is done by the homemaker her- 
self."

trich, the mayor of Strasburg. DeLisle
